Autocracy on Parade. 


As the strains of the national hymn, played 
by an orchestra in a far off gallery announced 
the starting of the Imperial procession, three 
raps of the chamberlain’s staves on the floor 
stilled the assemblage into instant silence. 

Then the peasants and the workmen who 
had been elected to the douma had their first 
glimpse of the actual splendors of the autoc- 
racy they are so eager to overthrow. The 
panorama of golden splendor which slowly 
unfolded before their startled vision was like 
nothing they had ever seen or dreamed of. 

The gorgeous spectacle to which. the em- 
peror treated his guests, the delegates of 
the people, advanced in the following order: 
Two grooms and three court heralds with gold 

tipped wands. 
Two masters of ceremony with the golden keys 
of office. 
Grand marsha! of the court. 

Lord high chancellor. 
Gentlemen of the imperial bed chamber. 
Master of the horse: 

Master of the hounds. ' 
Master of the hunt. 
The lord steward. — 
The high cup bearer. 
The high carver. . 
Twelve grenadiets in bearskin shakos. 
The seal of the empire. 
The imperial standard. 
The sword of state. 
The orb and enter. 
The crown. 
The emperor. 
Baron Fredericks and two aids de camp. 
The dowager empress. 
The ‘empress. 
The Grand Duke Michael. 
Matrons and maids of honor. 
Wives and daughters of nobles. 


-It is difficult to describe the bewildering 
mazes of color in this pageant. The masters 
of ceremony, in uniforms, glittering with 
gold, had sparkling orders across their 
one displaying the scarlet ribbon 
of the Alexander Nevsky order and the 
other the blue ribbon of the St. Andrew 
order. They bore the golden Keys of office 
on their hips. The two grooms and three 
eourt heralds who walked before them car- 
ried gold tipped wands. 

Then Uke a phalanx came the resplendent 
array of court dignitaries and officials, the 
grand marshal of the court, the lord high 
chamberlain, the gentlemen of the impe- 
rial bedchamber, the masters of the horse, 
hounds, and hunt, the lord steward, the high 
cup bearer, and the high carver, all with 
their breasts covered with decorations. 

The imperial crown, scepter, orb, sword, 
standard, and seal of the empire; borne in the 
procession, represented the most valuable 
collection of jewels in the world. The precious 
stones blazed like live coals. The scepter 
alone is valued at $1,200,000.. It is surmount- 
ed by the Orloff diamond of 185 carats, a mate 
of the kohinoor, which together formed the 
eyes of the golden lion before the temple 
of the grand mogul at Delhi. The romantic, 
bloody history of these two jewels, stolen 
by Sepoys, is well known. e orown is 
surmounted by a cross formed of five dia- 
monds, each worth a king's ransom, set upon 
a. pticeless ruby, the whole pestiug on a 
golden circle studded with pearls, ‘givin 
the appearance of a miter and thus making 
it emblematic not only of sovereignty but 
of supreme authority over the Russian 
church. The orb also is surrounded by a 
diamond cross resting an an immense sap- 
phire. 

., Bmperor Is Self-Possessed. 

Half a dozen paces in the rear the em- 
peror, walking alone, advanced easily, hold- 
ing himeelf erect and evidently steeling him- 
self for the ceremony. He was dressed in the 
blue uniform of a colonel of the Preobrajen- 
sky regiment of the guards, with half length 
boots. Hig only decorations were the scarlet 
ribbon of the Alexander Nevsky order across 
his. breast and the diamond star of the St. 
Andrew order. He carried his military cap 
in his left hand. 

At an interval of two paces came Baron 
Fredericks and two special aids de Camp, and 
then the two empresses, the place of honor 
being accorded to the dowager empress, and 
the other members of the imperial family, 
with the-exception of the baby heir to the 
throne, Grand Duke Alexis Nicolaievitch, 
and the daughters of the emperor, headed by 
the Grand Duke Micheal, brother of the em- 
peror, followed. 

The empresses were clad in court costume, 
the ancient Russian dress, composed of a 
flowing long trained robe over a white silk

lated group during the celebration of the 
Te Deum, which followed. 

At the close of the Te Deum the clergy 
retired, chanting, towards the palace chapel 
and the empresses moved up the hall and 
ascended the dais on the right of the throne, 
while the grand dukes moved forward and 
occupied the three lower steps on the same 
side. When all those participating in the 
ceremony had taken their new places there 
was a slight pause and then the emperor 
walked slowly twenty paces to the dais, as- 
cended the throne, seated himself in the im- 
perial chair, and an aid de camp stepped 
forward and presented him with.the draft of 
his address. His majesty rose and looking 
down upon the scene delivered his message 
to the representatives of the Russian mil- 
lions. 

The reading of the speech from the throne 
was not broken by the slightest attempt at 
applause, but the minute the emperor had 
finished, bowed to the members of parlia- 
ment; and placed his foot on the step.of the 
dais to descend, a long.cheer broke forth, 
which almost drowned the strains of the na- 
tional anthem, God Save the Emperor, 
which the orchestra in the balcony played 
while the procession departed. The enthusi- 
asm, however, was principally. confined to the 
courtiers and officers. Many of the members 
of parliament were sulle 2 and silent. 

After the departure the emperor the 
members of parliament filed immediately to 
the great hall and were conducted rapidly 
through the long corridors to the water 
where a steamer was awaiting to 
convey them up the river to the Tauride 
palace for the opening of parliament, which 
was scheduled to take piace only half an hour 
later, 

De Witte a Pathetic Figure, 


A pathetic figure in the scene at the palace 
was that of count de Witte, who before the 
ceremony paced the corridor entirely alone. 
Later he entered the throne hall clad in the 
gold and black uniform of a secretary of 
state, one of the highest dignitaries of the 
court, which still remains to him, and with 
the ribbon of the Alexander Nevsky order 
on his breast. He took his place in the ranks 
of the old. bureaucracy. Former Interior 
Minister Durnovo was there, too, chatting 
animately and earnestly with his compan- 
ions, but De Witte seemed to find a cold 
welcome from every one. Finally he wan- 
dered away and stood apart until the imperial 
pageant approached. 


GORKY WANTS A ‘REVOLUTION. 


Russian Author Declares. Douma Is a 
Farce and That the People Are 
Still Enslaved. 


New Tork, May 10.—The douma which was 
inaugurated at St. Petersburg today was de- 
nounced by Maxim Gorky, the Russian au- 
thor, in an appeal which he issued today 
addressed to Brothers in arms, the Auth 
of Free America.“ In it Gorky declared t 
the Rugsian people know. they must have 
revolution in order to be free. In Gorky’s 
appeal he says: 

“The Russian government for centuries 
has kept the people chained, their bodies in 
the fetters of force, their minds in the dark 
bondage of prejudice; for centuries it has 
debauched the soul of the nation. But the 
people rose. The government became fright- 
ened and yielded to their demands; they be- 
lieved its promises. But the government has 
again deceived them, It promised them free- 
dom; it has given them the death of thou- 
sands. It promised them a constitution; it 
has given them a burlesque imitation of 
one. 

The Russian people now at last under- 
stand that they will get nothing except what 
they take with their own hands. 

The douma has destroyed all their Hlu- 
sions, all their hopes; it has filled the heart 
of the people with still greater hatred toward 
the government. They know now that they 
must have a revolution in order that they at 
last shall be free.“

Government Should Inquire First? 


It ie the claim of both the Puilman com- 
pany and the express companies that their 
interests are too important to be dealt with 
hastily. They insist there has Leen no in- 
vestigation of the effect of federal regula- 
tion of them as there has been of the ques- 
tion of federal regulation of railroads. Be- 
fore anything is done, they contend, the gov- 
ernment at least should order the intersta e 
commerce commission to make an inquiry, 
and, if necessary, congress, itself, through 
appropriate committees, should consider the 
whele subtect. . 

The amount of money involved in the Fun- 
man enterprise is treinenaous. Lair 
port in possession of the interstate commerce 
commission fs dated 1905, and dealt with the 
operations of the company during the pre- 
vious year. The capital stock amounts to 
$74,000,000 and the gross earnings have in- 
creased from $8,547,625 in 1805, to $24,788,730

The express companies are capitalized a: 
from $12,000,000 to $18,000,000, which is a 
small proportion of their groes earnings. 
They pay annually to the rallroads over 
$41,000,000, which represents about 45 per 
cent of their gross earnings. They pay 
quarterly and other dividends. Their stock 
sells anywhere from 106 to 240. 


Refuse to Recognize Laws. 


In spite of the participation of the sleeping 
car and express companies in interstate com- 
merce, they have fought strenuously all pro- 
posals to place them within the operations 
of the interstate commerce laws. The Pull- 
man company, for instance, even declined to

furnish the interstate commerte commission | 


with statistics regarding its service, or rather 


it failed to answer an inquiry on this subject 


which was sent to it by the commission. 

The express companies have been equally 
as chary about giving the government de- 
partmént information in regard to their 
affairs. They can say with justice, there- 
fore, that congress is absolutely ignorant 
about their methods of doing business, but at 
least they may admit that this condition is 
due to the policy of secrecy they have pur- 
sued. 

Just what method will be pursued in at- 
tempting to secure the elimination of the 
Bailey amendment from the rate bill has 
not Geveloped, The bill is now being con- 
sidered by the senate as a committee, and 
when the committee finishes its work it will 
rise and report the measure with amend- 
ments to the senate. There will be a chance 
then further to amend or move a reconsid- 
eration of any amendments adopted by one 
committee. 


4 Look to House for Relief. : 


It is more likely, however, the Pullman 
and express companies. will depend upon the 
house to give them relief. Several represen- 
tatives pointed out today the house had given 
evidence already ‘of its unwillingness to ap- 
prove a proposal to place sleeping car com- 
panies and express companies under the 
jurisdiction of the interstate commerce com- 
mission. They called attention to the fact 
that no general complaints have been: made 
against these enterpriges. 

The sleeping and chair cars furnighed by 
the Pullman company are luxurious, and, it 
is contended, do not affect the common peo- 
ple, while so far as the express companies 
are concerned, if there’s an objection to the 
charges made the shipments can be sent by 
ordinary freight. 

If the Bailey amendment is aecepted by 
the house it will mean that the Interstate 
commerce commission will be empowered 
to decide whether the rates charged by the 
Pullman and express companies are just and 
reasonable and those corporations will be 
subjected to numerous other restrictions in 
the same waz as railroads. It is possible that 
in this event the Pullman company will be

OUT OF CITY HALL AGAIN 


OFFICIALS AND EMPLOYES ARE 
KEPT BUSY MOVING. 
Censulting Engineer Erickson Orders 
East Side of the Building Vacated 
Until the Walls of the Structure 
Can Be Bound Together with fteel 
Reds to Prevent Danger of Collapse 
—_Workmen Will Begin at Once to 

Make Necessary Repairs. 


Every day is moving day with the officials 
and employés using the east part of the city 
hall just new. When they are not moving 
out they are moving in. 

Tuesday they were ordered to vacate their 
quarters, Wednesday they were ordered to 
return to them. Yesterday they were order- 
ed out again. What tae orders will be today 
remains to be seen. 

The latest order was given by Consulting 
Engineer John Erickson, who had been put 
in charge of the work of bracing up the 
structure. Mr. Erickson said he wanted the 
east: part of the building vacant until this 
work was done, and served notice on every- 
body to get out at cnee They did. 

In the afternoon Mr. Ericson took com- 
passion upon some of the ousted departments 
and arranged that they can continue to oc- 
cupy the rooms which are not dangerous 
from falling plaster. Corporation Counsel 
Lewis will be allowed to remain in the two 
inner offices of his department, but the rest 
of his force will move to 70 La Salle street. 

City Clerk Anson will occupy part of the 
space in the city collector’s office. The board 
of local improvements will be allowed to re- 
tain possession of the board rooms, but all 
the other rooms must be vacated. 

The repair work being done is the binding 
together of the east and west sides of the 
Eullding by seven steel rods which run into 
plates outside of the Wall at each side. This 
ie intended to prevent the spreading of the 
walls and the danger of floor beams dropping 
off their supports. 

It is also intended to trim off all stones 
which are liable to drop on the outside of the 
building and hurt passera-by as well as all 
inside plastering or wood work which might 
cause damage by falling on inmates. It will 
take at least a week to complete the work.

It will also conduct through Westinghouse, 
Church, Kerr & Co., all of whose capital 
Stock is owned by the new company, a gen- 
eral engineering and ‘construction business.

in the controversy, urging them to take 
such action as will result in an official and 
thorough investigation; by this means sub- 
mitting the justice of. our position to the 
fair judgment of the American people.“ 


May Employ Nonunion Men. 

One carefully worded section of the resolu- 
tions, it is believed, will be construed as a 
covert threat by the mineworkers that non- 
union labor will be employed. It follows: 

The operators of the states of Ohio, In- 
diana, and Illinois now renew to the officers 
and members of the United Mineworkers and 
to our employés the proposition to pay the 
scale of wages of 1904-’05, with a proper re- 
adjustment of conditions, with the sincere 
hope that it may be accepted, thereby avoid. 
ing the danger of the Working of mines in cer- 
tain portions of these competitive states 
without an agreement with the United Mine- 
Workers.“ 

Randolph Smith, president of the Hiltnols 
Mine Operators, sent a telegraph message to 
H. C. Perry, president of the Illinois miners, 
accepting his proposal for a joint conference. 
Mr. Perry will name the date and place. The 
operators’ committee will not call on Presi- 
dent Roosevelt until after the Illinois con- 
ference. 


BRYAN WILL NOT RUN IN 1908 
UNLESS SITUATION DEMANDS IT 


Leader, Now in Egypt, Writes M. C. 
Wetmore of St. Louis That Time Alone 
Can Determine Action. 


St. Louis, Mo., May 10.—{Special.]-—-M. 
Wetmore of this city, a personal friend of W. 
J. Bryan, has just received from Mr. Bryan, 
who 1s in Egypt, a letter in which he says: 

Jam satisfied that the things I have deen 
fighting for are growing, but who will be 
most available in 1908 is a question that can- 
not be answered now. I shall not do anything 
to zecure another nomination, and do not 
want it unless circumstances seem to demand 
it—time alone can determine that.“ 

This is the firet authoritative statement 
of Mr. Bryan's attitude toward the presi- 
dency in 1008. The letter is personal, and his 
comment on the national situation is the 
more interesting to the public from the fact 
that it is the frank utterance of a party 
leader to a confidential friend.

JAM IN DOCKS AT CLEVELAND. 


Entering Vessels at Close of Strike 
Block Movements of Those Which 
Are Seeking to Get Out. 


Cleveland, O., May 10.—With the exception 
of the ore handlers at Buffalo, who were not 
notified of the settlement of the strike, all 
workmen on Lake Erie ore receiving docks 
reported for work at 7 o'clock this morning. 
Some of the docks were not ready, and ves- 
sels are handled with much difficulty. 

As soon as the strike was settled some of 
the ore carriers waiting in the outer harbor 
rushed inside and blocked the movements 
of boats which were trying to get out. The 
dock managers have decided that the ore car- 
riers will take turns at the docks on the basis 
of their passage at Detroit. 

With today’s arrivals there are about 1. 
750,000 tons of ore afloat at this end of the 
route, and there are more véssels now on 
Lake Erie than ever before in the history of 


the trade. 


Dock managers and delegates from the 
longshoremen will meet here tomorrow, and 
it is expected that they will be in session a 
week making up an agreement. 


With peace elsewhere on the lakes, Chicago 
still has on hand the strike of the tug fire- 
men and deckhands employed on the local 
fleet of the Great Lakes Towing company. 
Their strike antedated by several weeks the 
longshoremen's walkout, and as yet nothing 
has been done toward a settlement. The men 
are demanding every second night and every 
second Sunday off, instead of every third 
night and every third Sunday.

Chief Morning Witness. 

The first witness to testify at the morning 
session’ before the cémmission was .

In answer to the ques- 
tion of Commissioner Clements as to why 
he left the employ of the Standard Oil com- 
pany air. Wilhoit declared he was obliged 
to resign in order to save his self-respect 
and to save his family from béing shunned 
by their friends and neighbors. 

“I have found from sad experience,” he 
said, that the longer a man works for the 
Standard Oil company, the higher up in the 
ranks he goes, the more dirty work he is

Miller, who, with Alfred D. Eddy. is 
watching the interests of the Standard Oil 
company in this inquiry, rose to object to 
the proceedings.

Railroads Wink at a Trick. 


According to the testimony of this witness 
the agents of the Standard used to stand in 
the door of the car of oil which had been 
shipped by an independent dealer and check 
out the barreis as they were unloaded, taking 
the names of the persons to whom they were 
consigred. They did this with impunity and 
without being molested by the railroad em- 
ployés. Wilhoit testified he had employés of 
the Missouri Pacific, the Rock Island, and the 
Santa Fé in his employ, to furnish him data 
shipments to independent oil 


9 to Wilholt one other method em- 
ployed by the oil trust to bankrupt its com- 
rebates to the re- 
tail merchants to win them over from buying 
from the independents. . These - rebated 
amounted to from 4% to 1 cent a gallon, accord- 
ing to circumstances, and were paid every 
thirty days. The method of rebate paying 
was used rather than an open cut in the price, 
so that the regular trade of the Standard Oil 
company would be compelled to buy at ine 
regular market price. 


Will Drive Men to the Wall. 


“An independent dealer,” said Wilhoit, 
‘soon learne that it is not wise for him to 
try to get more than 15 per cent of the busi- 
ness in any one place. The Standard leaves 
him alone so long as he is content with this, 
but let him get more and it is only a matter 
of time before he is driven to the wall by the 
secret rebates and other methods of the 
trust.“ 

To show how closely the Standard Oil com- 
pany is allied with the railroads, Mr. Wilhoit 
stated that the independent dealers rarely 
try to sell lubricating oll to them, having 
ledrned from experience that it is useless to 
try and compete with the Galena Ofl com-

The senate 
should not be captious and dogmatic. It 
is expedient that it should accept the 
house bill about as it stands and let the 
special session come to a happy end. 


THE DRUG TRUST NEXT. 

Little sympathy wil] be felt for the 
latest object of investigation—the drug 
trust. It ought to be possible to secure 
evidence of what has been a matter of 


general belief for some time, that there 


is a combination on the part of most 
wholesale dealers in drugs to meee up 
prices. The prices charged for most 
drugs have no such relation to the cost 
of production and distribution as is the 
case with the wares sold in dry goods 
stores; they seem governed rather by the 
principle of the oi] trust, that of charging 
al] the traffic will stand. 

In the case of patent medicines it may 
be that no great harm is done by high 
prices. The purchase of a patent medi- 
eine is rather a tribute to the ingenuity 
displayed in advertising the article than 
the exchange of value for value. In the 
cage of cough medicines, made of cocaine 
and opium; headaclie medicines, contain- 
ing dangerous coal tar products; and other 


cures which are whisky in disguise, the 


higher the price the better. A prohibitory 
price wonld do more good than harm. In 
the case of harmless remedies, disguised 
by fancy names and sold at fancy prices, 
the mind of the patient, favorably influ- 
testimonials 
wrapped around the bottle, is predispos2d 
to a eure, and here it may be considered 
fair that the patient should pay for this 
mental relief. But in the case of standard 
drugs the purchaser is at present com- 
pelled to pay more than there is any jus- 
tification for. : 

The administration is proving that it is 
in earnest in the war upon Atusts. To ac- 
complish’.a reduction in the price of the 
necessaries of life to a reasonable figure 
‘the. smashing of the trusts must be the 
first step. It may not bring about the de- 
sired result directly, but it will reopen the 
markets of the country to honest compe- 
tition.

The czar invites the douma to codper- 
ate with him in solving the problems of 
Russia. Probably it will learn that the 
ezar’s. idea of codperation is that it shall 
agree to whatever plans for the better- 
ment of the unhappy condition of the 
peasauts his ministers may submit to it. 
The autoeratic conception of the functions 
of a legislative assembly is that it shall 
say “yes” when asked to do anything 
and shall confine its talking to that mono- 
syllable. That was what Queen Elizabeth 
desired of the house of commons. 

The deuma is not content with the 
modest role the ezar has assigned it. The 
long catalogue of subjects which are not 
to be touched by it includes many which 
its members are eager to take hold of. 
They are filled with zeal for reform, but 
are not to de given an opportunity to 
exert it. They find themselves hedged 
around with fundamental Jaws” which 
must be held sacred. 

Those obnoxious laws will not be sacred 
forever. The election of a Russian parlia- 
ment, though it be a meré advisory body, 
is a great event in the history of Russia. 
It is the first step towards the introduc- 
tion of liberal institutions. The. popular 
assembly which begins by advising or 
humbly petitioning ends by ruling. The 
douma convened yesterday is the germ of 
the greater douma which is to come. 

It took’ a year: of agitation and blood- 
shed to extort from the czar the little he 
has coneeded, He has sought to limit his 
con s so that autocracy may not be 
endangered. | The Russians have learned 
that the czar can be made to yield and 
they will not forget it. If they do not 
get that liberty of speech, of the press, 
and of religion which was solemnly prom- 
ised them last year, but which they have 
not had, they will demonstrate in one way 
and another until the promise is fulfilled. 

‘The douma is not likely to, accomplish 
much for the people at first. The czar 
may send the mémbers home after a brief 
and unprofitable session. But the regen- 
eration of Russia, which is to come slowly 
but surely, has begun with tite’ meeting of 
its first parliament.

A SURPRISE FROM THE SENATE. 

A state can empower a railroad char- 
tered by it to do other kinds of business 
within the state. It can permit a railroad 
to own coal and other mines and traffic in 
their product. One or more states have 
done this. An amendment to the Hep- 
burn bill provides that railroads engaged: 
in interstate commerce shall confine them- 
selves to the transportation. business. 
They must not add to that business other 
industries which would make them com- 


/petitors with ue Whose goods they 


carry. 

It is only a short time since public at- 
tention has been called to the impolicy of 
allowing. railroads to play a double part. 
The‘ disclosures regarding the ownership 
of soft coal mines by some eastern rail- 
roads and the resulting injury to the own- 
ers of other mines made a profound im- 
pression. Only six senators voted against 
the amendment which stamps a_ vicious 
practice as illegal. In this instance there 
has been a surprisingly prompt response 
to the demand for reformatory legislation. 

Declaring a practice illegal does not put 
an end to it in this imperfect world. 
There are anti-trust laws, and yet trusts 
abound. The Baltimore and Ohio railroad 
recently gave notice that it intended to 
get out of the coal business and confine 
itself to its legitimate functions. Other 
ronds which have found “side lines“ 
profitable may not be willing te give them 
uy and invent devices for eyading a law 
which they do not dare to violate directly. 

That is a matter of speculation. The 
interesting point is that the senate, in 
which there are usually found so many 
defenders of Jong established corporate 
abuses, has done its part towards legislat- 
ing one out of existence by an almost 
unanimous vote after a few minutes of 
debate. This is, Indeed, a. notable event.

A romance-—to call it by its kindest name— 
of sixty years ago has just been laid bare 
at, Paris in one of those lawsuits in connec- 
tion with testamentary dispositions which so 
often lead to the disclosure of family skele- 
tons. Court , one of the most eminent 
statesmen of the third empire, the minister 
of marine who introduced steam navigation 
into the French navy, died in about 1858, 
lea ving a widow who survived him just forty 
years. She was one of the beauties of the 
court of the Tullerjes, one of the favorite 
ladies of the empress, and her salon in Paris 
was famous from one end of Burope to the 
other. Moreover, she was intrusted by the 
emperor and empress with the early train- 
ing of the prince imperial. When she died 
in 1808 she left a fortune of about 38.000 000 
francs, divided in equal shares among her 
two children—Count Theodore Ducos, for- 
merly secretary of embassy, and a maiden 
daughter, the Countess Bathilde. 

There was but one bequest—namely: a sum 
of $10,000 to be pald to the daughters of the 
testatrix’s godson, the jate Capt. Edmond 
Hannecart of the French navy. The legacy 
was paid in due course, and a few years 
elapsed when suddenly the only surviving 
daughter of the captain, a lady of the name 
of Mme. Colin, instituted a lawsuit against 


Count Theodore Ducos and against bis sis- 
ter, demanding of them, 1,000,000 of the 


000. francs left by the od Countess 
Ducos. She based her demand on the fact 
that her father, the late Capt. Hannecart; 
was not only the godeon but likewise the 
e offspring of the old Seta 

. — 


At first the matter was chee talk asg an im- 
pudent attempt to extort money. But when 
it came up for trial Mme. Colin was able to 
prove, by means of documentary evidence, 
that in 1840 a Bon was born to Mile. Anne 
Joly, of whom a man of the name of Hanne- 
cart was the father. The boy, whose parent- 
age was duly registered as such, was brought 
up at the expense of his father and under 
the latter’s name, entering the navy and 
dying as a captain about four years ago. 
Mile. Joly, two or three years after the birth 
of her child, married Count Ducos, without 
informing him that she had prévidusly been 
a mother. Indeed, he lived and died in ig- 
norance of her premarital indiscretion, and 
throughout her many years of widoéwhood— 
that is to say, for near half a cefitury—no- 
body even suspected it. 

The countess and Capt. Hannecart met as 
godmother and godson and wrote to each 
other as such. But when they were alone 
they threw themselves into each other's arms 
as mother and son. The captain never con- 
fided his secret to any ‘one save to his wife, 
and while she preserved the same reticence 
about the matter until she died, she unfor- 
tunately neglected to destroy the letters 
which her husband hd written to her about 
his mother. When she.died last fall this 
correspondence fell into the hands of her 
daughter—namely: Mme. Colin, who, on dis- 
covering the secret which it contained, 
brought suit against Count Ducos and 
against his sister.

Of course the scandal could have been 
compromised and hushed up had the count 
and his sister been willing to make some 
pecuniary sacrifice. But, sooner than sur- 
render any of their’ property, they elected 
to\reveal to the world the early shame of 
their mether—of “a woman who for three 
seote years of her existence had lived hon- 
ored and respected, and in her old age rev- 
erenced by rich and poor alike.

Though we do not accept or reject either 
theory, certainly we must admit that the 
Norse gods of old did not die with their my- 
thology. Many of them live yet in the hearts 
of the northern peoples who loved them in 
their supremacy, though most of them have 
been obliged to go disguised since the reign 
of Christianity began. Loki is up to his 
tricks under one alias or another, Balder is 
honored by the first festival of spring, and 
Frigga, metamorphosed into the famous 
white lady, racks neglected cradles, keeps 
watch over the souls of unborn children and 
those who have died unbaptized, and stalks 
through palace corridors to warn the royal 
families, of whom she fe the legendary an- 
cestress, of coming evil. 

Here in Germany, as in some parts of 
France, she is sometimes called “Bertha,” 
and, having on this account become con- 
fused with the mythological mother of 
Charlemagne, that industrious quéen whose 
era has become proverbial, she is often re- 
ferred to popularly; a synonym for the golden 
age is found in the expression—“ in the days 
when Bertha spun —a fact which it is in- 
teresting for us to remember when in the 
Odenwald, where industry is chief among a 
housewife's virtues, and where, beside the 
cottage doors, the women, crowned with 
black coifs, may be seen spinning busily, 
cheerfully, proud ot their skill. ; 

This is the kind of thing that we should try 
especially to keep in mind as we journey 
down the Rhine today. Awe and supersti- 
tion, fable and fancy, are the desirable at- 
mosphere through which to view the land- 


scape. The modern, the commercial, is con

we must not allow ourselves to forget how 
old the country is In the history of nations, 
and what this great age means poetically.

Every 
sight that it has seen, and every pang it has 
suffered, is part of it. Remember this as you 


look critically upon its peaceful esplan ads, 


when you go steaming down the river, be- 
neath the middle archway of its modern iron 
bridge, not forgetting, either, that the spires 
of the cathedral which you see have often 
served as towers of a fOrtress. 

There are around us on the water all kind 
of river craft which distract our minds. at 
first when we set out upon our journey down 
the Rhine. There are little boats and big 
ones, and the express steamer we are on 


passes all the rest disdainfully as she forges’ 


boldly forward toward Coblenz. We go be- 
tween two islands and see the beaver city, 
Biebrich, on our right. The beavers which 
used to throng the banks are gone, but Bie- 
brich stays to bless the landscape with its 
red sandstone walls. It has a dainty park of 
chestnut trees, amd the miniature castle in 
the midst of them, a bijou of a castle fermer- 
ly, Dut ruined now, is built in medieval fash- 
ion on the spot where once an imperial palace 
stood. 

Not far ahead, on the same side of the river, 
is Schierstein, where the sparkling wine 
known by this name comes from, and there 
is Niederwalluff, swelling like a bee sting 
on the lip of the mouth of the Walluf. All 
along vur way are villas; on one side is a 
tiny island that has a farm upon it. There 
are villas likewise all about the town of 
Eltville, where we descry a war monument 
placed near the pier, with a Gothic watch 
tower and the ruins of a castle in the back- 
ground.

Almost all the towns are wine towns. We 
come opposite the vineyards that produce 
the marcobrunner; we see ahead Johannis- 
berg in the Rheingau, where the oldest of 
Rhine wines is made. The Niederwald, 
crowned by its national monument, is just 
ahead, and und@érneath it the river narrows, 
and we remember that this particular part 
of it is supposed formerly to have been a lake.
